Monk Not Inventor of 
M usical Scale Notes 


What Is the origin of these syllables, 
Do, Re, Ml, Fn, So. La, Si, as names 
for the seven notes of the musical 
scale? 
In histories of music their In­ 
vention or discovery is attributed to 
Guido d’Arezzo or Aretlnus, a Bene­ 
dictine monk who lived near Ravenne 
Italy, in the first hulf of the Eleventh 
century. 
As a music teacher of his 
fellows in the Pomposa monastery he 
was credited with the production of a 
j teaching of music which gn*e imme­ 
diate results in singing that before 
him could scarcely be attained in ten 
years. 
Guido went to Rome to teach Pope 
John to sing and he rnet with com­ 
plete success by means of his new 
syllables; after but one lesson 
the 
pope was able to find the tone of an 
antiphon and to sing it. 
Guido called 
his system solmisation ; it consisted in 
part of the use of the now well-known 
| syllables. 
But n deeper search into the history 
of these syllables or kindred ones dis­ 
closes that they were used by the Hin­ 
dus long before. 
Tl.e earliest mention 
of the musical scale (the seven notes) 
occurs in the Vedangas, the Chanda« 
; and the Siksha. 
This early notation 
preceding 
the 
Christian 
religion 
passed from the Hindus to the Per­ 
sians, from these to the Arabs and 
; finally, in the time of the Crusades. 
to Europe. 
There is no doubt that 
¡.Guido d'Arezzo did not Invent them, 
but his Is the honor of Introducing 
them into European music.

Cucumber mo saic, a disease preva­ 
lent in practically all cucumber-gro w­ 
ing sectio ns in the central and eastern 
states, can be largely co ntro lled by 
fo llo wing certain metho ds o utlined by 
the United States Department o f Agri­ 
culture calculated to remo ve weeds 
and o ther plants o n which the disease 
lives 
thro ugh 
the 
winter. 
Recent 
studies by the department have dem­ 
o nstrated that the disease o verwin­ 
ters In the seed o r the ro o ts o f the 
wild cucumber, milkweed, wild gro und 
cherry , po keweed, and catnip. Metho ds

Remo ve Obno x io us Plants, 
All plants kno wn to carry mo saic 
o ver winter sho uld be remo ved fro m 
the field itself and fro m all land with­ 
in a radius o f 50 to 75 y ards. In the 
case o f the wild cucumber, milkweed, 
wild gro und cherry , and catnip, the 
plants sho uld he dug o ut if they are 
no t to o abundant, but it has been 
fo und that if the sho o ts are pulled up 
as fast as they appear the plants 
eventually will die o ut. 
Where po ke- 
weed o ccurs it is best to cut do wn as 
far as po ssible into the large ro o ts 
and co ver the cut surface with sa lt 
If the field receives the clean cultiva­ 
tio n that cucumbers require, many o f 
the wild ho sts will be remo ved in the 
pro cess. The first eradicatio n sho uld 
be made J ust befo re planting, and the 
field and vicinity sho uld be inspected 
regularly thereafter at intervals o f 
3 to 10 day s.

Cucumber mosaic, a disease preva­ 
lent in practically all cucumber-grow­ 
ing sections in the central and eastern 
states, can be largely controlled by 
following certain methods outlined by 
the United States Department of Agri­ 
culture calculated to remove weeds 
and other plants on which the disease 
lives 
through 
the 
winter. 
Recent 
studies by the department have dem­ 
onstrated that 
the disease overwin­ 
ters In the seed or tile roots of the 
wild cucumber, milkweed, wild ground 
cherry, pokeweed, and catnip. Methods 
of eradicating these hosts, tested and 
recommended by the department, are 
discussed 
in 
Department 
Bulletin 
1461-D, just Issued. 
Isolate Cucumber Fields. 
It is recommended that tile cucum­ 
ber 
fields be 
located at a distance 
from the farm buildings and the vege­ 
table garden. 
Such isolation is Im­ 
portant because It 
has been 
found 
that 
the 
wild 
cucumber, 
milkweed, 
arid 
ground 
cherry 
are 
commonly 
fore 1 about the farm buildings and 
that mosaic plants of these species 
are more likely to occur near garden 
plots as a result of earlier infection 
from 
cultivated cucurbits. 
If possible the. field sle-uld be sur­ 
rounded 
by 
other cultivated crops, 
since their cultivation will reduce the 
number of wild hosts about the field. 
It bas also been found that fields no 
situated are less likely to be infested 
with insects that carry and spread tire 
disease. 
Remove Obnoxious Plants. 
All plants known to carry anisilic 
over winter should be removed from 
the field itself and from all land with­ 
in a radius of 50 to 75 yards. In tire 
case of the wild cucumber, milkweed, 
wild ground cherry, and catnip, tile 
plants should lie dug out if they are 
not 
too abundant, but 
It has been 
found that if tile shoots are pulled up 
as fast tis they appear the plants 
eventually will die out. 
Where poke­ 
weed occurs it Is best to cut down as 
far as possible into the large roots 
and cover the cut surface with salt 
If the field receives the clean cultiva­ 
tion that encumbers require, many of 
the wild in*Nt» will be removed in the 
process. 
The first eradication should 
be made just before planting, and the 
field and vicinity should be inspected 
regularly 
thereafter at intervals of 
3 to IO days. 
Since the disease Is carried from the 
wild hosts to the cucumbers by In­ 
sects, the field should be sprayed or 
dusted 
regularly 
in 
order 
to 
keep 
down plant Hee and cucumber beetles.
